Attorney General Duff asserted 
that, Hitler gained power because 
he met the great problem of the 
Indus' rial age by furnishing full 
employment to the common peo- 
ple of Germany after the last war. 

In our country, he continued, 
"there were 15 million men who 
were willing and able to work dur- 
ing the depression, but 10 million 
were forced to accept government 
support.'' 

If we want to take part in gov- 
erning, according to Mr. Duff, "we 
must take the common man into 
partnership with us and direct 
our thinking toward what will 
benefit the majority of people 
rather than our own segregated 
group." 

Pointing out that this war and 
the first world war were part of 
a common picture, the speaker 
stated that "the problem of our 
industrial age was not solved with 
the advent of this war and they 
will still be with us after this war 
is over." 

"I think it's a conservative esti- 
mate that the debt of this coun- 



250 billion dollars. We're spend- 
ing every 17 days the amount of 
money it cost to fight the entire 
Civil War." 

Declaring that no matter how 
much we dislike regimentation 
and control, the government will 
need to control the money mar- 
ket, the Attorney General warned 
"that the tendency is to exert 
similar controls in other lines of 
public endeavor." 

For example, "between the 
years 1940-1942 the government 
has invested 18-20 billion dollars 
apart from the government loans 
in the industries of the United 
States. Thus the government is 
the owner of one-third of our in- 
dustries." 

Turning to another phase of 
government control, Mr. Duff em- 
phasized the fact that "at the 
time of Thomas Jefferson only one 
person out of 5,000 was in the em- 
ploy of the government, but today 
one out of every 45 persons is 
working for it. making a total of 
3 million people directly under the 
control of the government." 

Mrs. Samuel L. Veitch. political 
activities chairman, received the

Such a box as Private Bergman 
refers to is a typical package sup- 
plied to our boys in prison camps 
by the Red Cross. They contain: 
corned beef, powdered milk, oleo- 
margarine, cigarettes, soap, rai- 
sins, sugar, chocolate, coffee, 
cheese, liver paste, biscuits, sal- 
mon and orange concentrate.

Coy, Harder To Stop Than a Train, 
Is Called Greatest Fullback in History 



Yale lost only one game while 
Edward Harris Coy carried the 
mail. Harvard prevailed in Ted 
Coy's junior year, 4-0 when Percy 
Ha'iiRhton produced the hiRhly 
specialized Vic. Kennard and sent 
him in to kick the field goal that 
spelled the difference. Before Ken- 
nard was taken out, he tackled 
Coy. 

"They say Coy weighs only 195 
pounds, but. I am sure he has an- 
other couple of hundred tucked 
away somewhere. When he hit me 
I'd finished counting a vast vari- 
ety of stars, it occurred to me that 
I'd been in a ghastly raijroad 
wreck and that the engine and 
cars had picked out my knee as 
a nice spot to pile on." 

Kennard 's mother was in the 
stand. Pear was expressed that, 
her son's leg was broken. "I don't 
care," said Mrs. Kennard proudly. 
"He stopped Ted McCoy." 

The following Fall in Cam- 
bridge, Coy took revenge for Kcn- 
nard's achievement by kicking two 
field goals for the only scoring. 

Against Princeton in his junior 
year, Coy started at end. It was a 
blustering, snowy day. The Tiger 
led in the final minutes, 6-0. Little 
Eddie Dillon, old Nassau's captain, 
decided to put the game in the re- 
frigerator with an onside kick, let 
Yale kill the remaining time with 
an ineffectual offense. 

The flurry ol snow swept across 
the field, veered the ball into the 
feverish grip of Coy. Unleashed for 
the first time, Terrible Ted shot 
through the snow toward Prince- 
ton goal. Desperate lacklers were 
hit, hurtled aside. He went on un- 
til several pounced on him as he 
slipped on the Nassau 10. 

Old Eli rooters nearly tore the 
stand down as Coy hustled back 
to his position at right end. 

"Coy, Coy, Coy, we want Coy", 
they bellowed in unison. In vain 
the quarterback and officials at- 
tempted to quiet the crowd so that 
the signals could be heard. The 
roar continued until the quarter- 
back trotted over, seized Coy by 
the arm and dragged him back in 
the backfield. 

Coy crashed through for a 
touchdown converted, tied the 
score. Time remained for only a 
few plays as Princeton kicked off. 
Coy ran the ball back to midfleld. 

On the following play, he broke 
through an open field run with 
Brides, giant tackle, in front of 
him. Together they roared toward 
the diminutive safety man. Dillen 
left his feet in one grand dying 
Spartan tackle, bringing down 
Brides and Coy. They carried little 
Eddie off in a blanket, memorable 
exodus from Nassau football. 



On the next play Coy fore 
across the goal line for the win- 
ning touchdown. He had won the 
game in half dozen thrill packed 
plays. 

With the score against Yale in 
Coy's Sophomore year. Terrible 
Ted ran roughshod over Princeton, 
scored two touchdowns, kicked the 
extra point, won 12-10. Yale was 
unbeaten, untied and unscored on 
in Coy's senior year, 1909. 

Coy, still considered the great- 
est of all fullbacks by the old tim- 
ers, was a handsome six footer 
born to the blue — at Andover, 
where his father was a master at 
Philipps Andover. Later Coy, Sr. 
was the first headmaster of 
Hotchkiss School, so Ted spent 
most of his boyhood at Lakeville. 

Coy frequently ran kickoffs back 
the length of the field. His power 
was enchanced by high knee ac- 
tion. A highly intelligent player, 
his defensive work matched his 
offensive ability. He punted ac- 
curately for magnificent distances. 

Ted Coy put the shot, and play- 
ed baseball, of course. Only an all 
around athlete could have been so 
phenomenal in foot-ball.

EDITORIAL 



Independents Say Political Leader 
Had No Right In Star Chamber Session 

The following letter is in answer to an editorial appearing in 
the Ardmore Chronicle defending the presence of Peter C. Hess, 
township treasurer and political leader, at an executive session of 
the Lower Merion commissioners at which James N. Sluss was ap- 
pointed to a commissioner vacancy in South Ardmore. It is signed 
by Edwin W. Semans, who is heading a group of independents 
waging a sticker fight against the Organization's committeeman 
and woman selectees in South Ardmore No. 3 voting precinct:

Dear Mr. Kamerdze: 

The editorial column in your issue of April 7, 1944, makes cer- 
tain comments with which I am forced to take issue, because 
they appear to be based upon misstatements of fact. 

Referring to the letter sent out to the Republican voters in 
our Election District on April 5, your editorial states as follows: 
"One can, however, take issue with the claim made in a letter 
issued by the group in which the claim was made that Peter C. 
Hess should not have been present at the meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners when James M. Sluss was named Commissioner to 
succeed Samuel K. McConnell, Jr. In the letter it is inferred that 
Hess virtually ordered that Sluss be named, and that the Com- 
missioners acted upon his suggestions. It is also Inferred that as 
the meeting was one of the Board, Hess had no good reason for 
taking part in its deliberations. As a matter of record, Hess was 
present in his capacity as Lower Merion Township Treasurer. Also 
present, a fact that was not mentioned in the letter, were both 
Superintendent of Police Samuel W. Gearhart and Fire Marshall 
Harvey W. Benson, None of these three was present in a political 
capacity, but simply as executives of various branches of the Town- 
ship Government." (Underlinings supplied) 

The inference you draw that "Hess virtually ordered Sluss be 
named" is a little exaggerated and hardly justified. The further 
inference that Mr. Hess had no good reason for taking part in the 
deliberations of the Board, at a closed meeting to appoint a Com- 
missioner, is not .iust an inference. That is a fact. As you know, 
Mr. Hess is not a member of the Board in any capacity and 'has no 
standing to take part in any deliberations of the Board itself, ex- 
cept in matters concerned with his official office of Township 
Treasurer. This particular meeting of the Board was called for a 
special purpose, publicly announced, to receive nominations of 
candidates for appointment to fill the vacancy on the Board. No 
other matters could have been acted upon, either in an open meet- 
ing or in a so-called "executive session". 

The minutes of the meeting of the Board of Commissioners 
on February 16th reads in part as follows: "On motion of Mr. 
Hammonds seconded by Mr. Brown, it was RESOLVED that a 
special meeting of the Board of Commissioners be held on Wed- 
nesday. March 8. 1944. at 8.00 P. M„ at which time the petition 
requesting the appointment of James M. Sluss to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Samuel K. McConnell. Jr., would be 
considered, along with any other petitions that may be received 
in the meantime." The by-laws of the Board of Commissioners of 
Lower Merion Township, Part II titled "Meetings" contains the 
following: "The call for a special meeting shall state the business 
to be transacted thereat and no other business shall be transacted 
other than that stated in the call." 

The statement in your editorial reading "As a matter of rec- 
ord, Hess was present in his capacity as Lower Merion Township 
Treasurer" is also not correct. I have personally read the minutes 
of the meeting of March 8, 1944, prepared by the Secretary, and 
there is no record in the minutes that Mr. Hess was even present 
at the meeting. 

It should be stated that during the three preceding Chair- 
manships of the Board under Frank H. Sykes, Frank H. Mancill ■ 
and Julius Zieget, it was not the custom for Mr. Hess to attend 
closed meetings. The present "custom" arose under the present 
Chairmanship of the Board. I think you yourself might find It 
difficult in this instance to dis-associate the official capacity of 
Mr. Hess as Township Treasurer from his other capacity as leader 
of the Republican Party in the Township. It could hardly be ex- 
pected that the presence of Mr. Hess at this meeting should be 
passed without comment. Although the example may seem ex- 
treme, I am sure you would be equally taken back if in a court 
room you saw one of the parties in interest go out with the jury. 
Whether such party took any part in the deliberations or not. the 
mere fact of his presence in the jury room would be subject to 
criticism. 

As to the failure of the latter to mention the presence of 
Superintendent of Police Samuel W. Gearhart and Fire Marshall 
Harvey W. Benson, neither of them had the slightest relationship 
to the subject or the purpose of the meeting, nor do they serve in 
any other capacity remotely related to the political situation of 
Mr. Hess. Actually there was no reason for their presence at the- 
meeting. There were other matters not mentiond in the letter 
which were important, but letters must necessarily be limited to a 
restricted space. Certainly you will agree that it would have been 
much more politic if Mr. Hess had not been present at this par- 
ticular meeting. 

There has been a criticism of the statement in the letter that 
the vote of the Committeemen and Committeewomen was not 
unanimous, in view of the "petition" signed by all of the Com- 
mitteemen and Committeewomen and presented to the Board of 
Commissioners requesting the appointment of Mr. Sluss. The 
petition was prepared prior to the meeting of the Committeemen 
and Committeewomen. when presumably any votes to be cast for 
the "nominee" of the Committeemen was not known, and a space 
was simply left for the insertion of the name of the nominee, 
following the vote of the Committeemen. Certain of the Commit- 
teemen and Committeewomen present have stated that an effort 
to have the vote of the Committeemen and Committeewomen 
recorded as unanimous was refused and it was not the intention 
of the Committeemen and Committeewomen signing the petition 
that it should have the interpretation of being construed as a 
unanimous vote. That the petition was so drawn as to be subject to 
this interpretation should not even now prevent a correction of 
its misconstruction. It should be openly stated that there was one 
error in the statement in the letter giving the names of the Com- 
mitteemen and Committeewomen who voted for Mr. Sluss and 
conversely those who did not vote for Mr. Sluss. I personally 
made an offer to make a public correction, but at the request of 
the two parties concerned it was their suggestion no such action 
be taken. The vote of the Committeemen and Committeewomen 
was five to three as stated. 

You have reported to me there is a rumor that this is a 
"campaign" to discredit Mr. Hess which has been induced by 
persons outside our Election District. This is not true. As was 
previously stated and is here repeated, the only matters involved 
are those of principle, namely, as to whether the majority of the 
voters approve or disapprove of the principles followed by the 
majority of the Committeemen and Committeewomen and the 
majority of the Board of Commissioners in the recent appoint- 
ment of a candidate to fill the vacancy on the Board. It certainly 
should be made clear that this effort to obtain an expression of 
opinion by the voters themselves does not involve anything per- 
sonal against either Mr. Sluss or Mr. Hess. 

Whatever expression of opinion has been made by other Per- 
sons outside of our group and our Election District has not been 
initiated by any of us and should not be attributed to us, any more 
than I should hold Mr. Hess or Mr. Sluss responsible for .the 
several unsigned and printed notes mailed to me filled with 
nasty remarks. Our efforts are only in furtherance of what we 
believe to be in the interests of good and efficient government. 
Certainly it is not our purpose to cause any friction or disruption 
in the Republican Party that can be avoided, but defamatory re- 
marks are likely to have just that result. 

You have my apology for such a lengthy letter, but you will 
agree that wherever either a misstatement has been made or a 
misinterpretation has resulted, the rules of fair play dictate that 
proper corrections be made. Since your editorial has been given 
wide circulation, copies of this letter are being forwarded to the 
other local newspapers.

Tire Inspection— Regular inspections not required after April 20. 

Fuel Oil— Periods 4 and 5 coupons, good through September 30. 

Shoes— Stamp 18 in Book One, good through April 30. Airplane 
stamp No. 1 in Book Three, good indefinitely. 

Income Tax — Declarations of estimated 1944 tax and first quar- 
terly payments are due by April 15. 

NEED FOR MANPOWER CONTINUES 

Although the United States Army has reached its planned for 
peak strength of 7,700,000 persons, it will need 75,000 to 100,000 men 
monthly to maintain that strength, according to the War Depart- 
ment, and the Navy Department said it would need 400,000 addi- 
tional personnel by September 1 to get the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard up to peak strength of 3,500,000. Meanwhile, the Na- 
tional Selective Service System has abandoned the war unit plan 
for determining agricultural deferments. Provisions concerning a 
registrant's agricultural occupation or endeavor that will govern are 
whether he is necessary, whether he is regularly engaged in it. whether 
that occupation or endeavor is necessary to the war effort and 
whether a replacement can be obtained. 

JOBS FOR DISCHARGED VETERANS 

For men disoharged from any of the United States armed ser- 
vices, a summary of job opportunities in 114 major industrial centers 
will be placed in nearly every local U. S. Employment Service office, 
the War Manpower Commission announces. These job summaries 
give information on types of jobs, scheduled hours of work, hourly 
wage rates, availability of housing, cost of living, and the adequacy 
of community facilities such as schools, hospitals, and transporta- 
tion. The summary will be revised bi-mointhly and will indicate the 
expected labor demand six months in advance. 

SPECIAL GASOLINE RATIONS 

Full-time paid employes of farm organizations operating to in- 
crease food production are eligible for preferred mileage under gaso- 
line rationing, the OPA announced. Their organizations must be 
chartered by the United States, or by a state, and have a member- 
ship of at least 100 persons, the majority of whom are farmers. 
Also, qualified Victory gardeners again will be granted special gaso- 
line rations for up to 300 miles of travel to and from their plots this 
Summer. 

TEST MOTOR FUEL 'DOPES' 

Shortage of gasoline, says the Department of Commerce, has led 
motorists to use fuel "dopes", reputed to increase mileage and other- 
wise improve the automobile operation. The Bureau of Standards 
has tested hundreds of them without finding beneficial results in 
any case. 

MERCHANT MARINE CALLS RADIOMEN 

At least 500 first and second class commercial radio telegraphers, 
licensed by the Federal Communications Commission, are needed for 
merchant marine service within the next three months, the War 
Shipping Administration announced. Qualified men should tele- 
graph, collect, at once to U. S. Merchant Marine, Washington, D. C. 
Registrants will be placed on active pay status as soon as accepted 
and must attend a Navy school on wartime procedure for one to 
three weeks. 

MARITIME COMMISSION REPORTS 

Maritime Commission shipyards delivered 410 ships or 4,115,951 
deadweight tons during the first quarter of 1944, the commission 

j announced. Liberty ships continued to dominate production but 
there was a growing tonnage of military and other fast type vessels, 

! including the new Victory ship. In March, 152 merchant ships were

I The War Food Administration says: The public should consume 
more eggs, at least through mid-May, to take care of an anticipated 
record production amounting to at least 350 eggs for each civilian 
during 1944. . . About 70 per cent of the 1944-45 supply of dehy- 
drated vegetables will be alloacted to U. S. war uses, 23 per cent to 
Great Britain and Russia, 5 per cent to U. S. civilians, 1 per cent to 
liberated areas and 1 per cent for other exports. 

WPB says that: A "farm" is a property used primarily for the 
raising of crops, livestock, dairy products, poultry, etc., for market, 
and on such property $1,000' or less may be spent for construction, 
including the farm house, without approval. . . In view of the con- 
tinued critical shortage of pulpwood for paper and paperboard, 
farmers, as well as every full-time woodcutter, should continue to cut 
as much pulpwood as possible. . . Some electric alarm clocks and 
1,200,000 war alarm clocks (many for military needs) will be pro- 
duced and distributed during the second quarter of 1944. . . A cut of 
10 per cent in civilian leather for shoe repairs and 13 per cent for 
new shoes has been made for 1944. . . Production of cutlery made of 
stainless steel has been permitted and products should be available 

j at retail counters in three to four months. 

OPA says that: Consumers buying meat directly from farmers 

i may continue to use the red stamps, A8 through M8, plus the next 
18 stamps in Book Four. . . The over-all 1944 retail prices of early 
onions will be somewhat above those of 1943, but .below the current 
"going" prices. . . The retail ceiling price for book matches with 
non-commercial designs on the cover is 14 cents per box of 50 books 
at independent stores, and 13 cents, or 2 boxes for 25 cents, at chain 
stores and super markets. . . Retail prices of fresh dressed halibut 
were recently reduced for consumers in Eastern States, and for the 
first time in almost a year adequate supplies of this fish will be avail- 
able for consumers living West of the Rocky Mountains. . . Prices 
for used automotive parts usable without rebuilding must not exceed 
75 per cent of the list price for the parts when new, and for parts 
which must be rebuilt before being usable, must not exceed 30 per 
cent of the original list price. 

The War Shipping Administration says: Arrangements are being 
made to enable America's 125,000 merchant seamen to vote in war- 
time elections. . . Manufacturers have been granted licenses to pro- 
duce authorized service flags and lapel buttons which soon will be 
on sale to accredited families of American Merchant Marine officers 
and men.
